THE SERFS. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 7.—As a measure 
which will tend to somewhat conciliate the 
peasantry throughout the empire and relicve 
them to some extene from the heavy 
pecuniary burdens now cresting upon them, 
the Imperial Chancellor has proposed 
to the Czar to abolish the 
annual payments due by them 
under the Imperial decree of 1863, which pay- 
ments were to coutinue for forty-nine years, 
and were known as the ‘‘Obrok’’ or poll 
tax. 

The 22,000,000 serfs who belonged to pri- 
vate individuals and who were set free by 
the decree of March, 1861, were required to 
pay a certain sum down to their former mas- 
ters, and to pay also another certain annual 
sum to the Government for the next 49 years. 
There were also 22,225,000 peasants belonging 
to the crown, and those were granted lands in 
severalty, for which they were to pay 
in annual installments, extending over 
49 years, the annual payment being equal to 
the ‘‘Obrok,’’ which they formerly paid as 
head money. These payments ~ have 
now been made for. fifteen years and 
the present proposal is to abolish future pay- 
ments, which otherwise would not be com- 
pleted until the year 1,912.

Meeting of the Ministers to Report 
on the Marriage Law.

Dr. Holland Goes for the. Catholic Priests, and 
Dr. Falconer Makes an Onslaught 
on the Press. 


The ministers convened this morning in the 
directors’ rooms of the Mercantile Library to 
hear the report of the committee that bas just 
returned from Jefferson City after looking af- 
terthe marriage license law. Among those 
present were: | 

Drs. Houghton, Lewis, Snyder, Post, 
Rhodes, J. G. Wilson, Porteus, Holland, 
Brank, J. H. Wilson, Reed, Goodell, Bishop 
Robertson, and a number of others. This 
morning’s meeting was not as well attended 
as those heretofore. Drs.. Hall and Lewis 
reperted concerning the progress of the bill, 
that, after some changes of minor importance, 
Mr. Reagan, of Jackson, had offered the 
amendment that each minister file with the 
clerk of the court a certificate of his good 
moral standing in the community, 
and receive ,an acknowledgment of 
it. Many of the doctors expressed 
their opposition to the phrase ‘‘of good moral 
standing.’’ 

Dr. Hoiland explained that the object of 
inserting the words was to prevent tramping 
evangelists who conduct revivals in country 
places,and who are irresponsible parties, from 
solenmizing marriage. He further stated 
that apn attempt to change this would 
be certain death to the passage of the bill. 

The meeting then determined to adopt the 
report of the committee. 

On motion of Dr. Lewis, Dr. L. P. Healy, 
of the Christian Chureh, was appointed rep- 
resentative of the meeting at Jefferson City. 

Dr. Snyder, secretary of the meeting, read 
a communication from Dr.Sonnescheiv, asking 
to be excused, as he was detained from being 
present at the meeting by unforeseen circum- 
stances. 

Dr. Holland then arose and in a brief 
speech suggested

himselfand Dr. snyder had examined the 
books in the Recorder’s office and found that 
only thirteen Catholic churches, and those 
were all German, had registered their mar- 
riages in the Recorder’s office.
